The commission set Friday night 


ut « o'clock ut the city hall as the 
time for a hearing on the proposed 
zoning plan, at which citizens may 
object to its provisions or may sug- 
gest changes. 
Following this 
the 


final report of the zoning commission 
will be filed with the city commis- 
sion for its action. The zoning com- 
nussion is composed of C. L. Young, 
/chairman; Chris Bertsch Jr., Benton 
linker, S. P. Jackson, P. C. Reming- 
ton, E. A. Hughes and 
George F.

The report is embraced in an or- 


dinance which would 
regulate and 


limit the .height and bulk of build- 
ings hereafter to be erected, regulate 
tend limit the use of lots areas, class- 
Ay, regulate und restrict the loca- 
tion of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designed 
for 


specified industrial, business, resi- 
dential and other uses, and for these 
purposes to di\ide the city into dis- 
tricts with regulations and limits af- 
fecting tho districts, 


Purpose of Zoning 


Zoning has been adopted in nany 


of the leading cities of the country, 
und particularly in western ci'ies 
that expect a large growth in 
the 


future, 
A zoning plan is proposed 


to permit H city to grow along 
the 


right lines, avoid the ills of a city 
allowed to grow without a plan and 
eliminate "the 
expense o'f making 


costly changes'in cities in the future 
when growth necessitates changes. 


The purpose of the zoning ordin- 


ance is set out by the commission in 
the following preamble: 


"Whereas, it is deemed expedient, 


to the end that adequate light, pure 
air and sfl/e'> from fire and other 
dangers may be secured, that the 
taxable value of land and buildii.gs 
throughout the City may be conserv- 
cd, that 
congestion in the 
public 


'.reels may be lessened or avoii'ed, 
n4d that the public health, 
safety, 


lomfort, morals and welfare 
may 


otherwise be promoted, all in ac- 
cordance-with a well considered plan 
for the us- und development of all 
property throughout the city" tbat 
the ordinance proposed be adopted. 


For the 
purpose of 
regulating, 


classifying and restricting the loca- 


> tion of trades, industries and enter- 


prises, etc. the city of Bismarck is 
divided into four districts, as fol- 
lows: 


''A" Residential. 
"B" 
Residential 


"C" Commercial. 
"0" Industrial. 


"A" District 


Boundaries for each district arc 


defined. "A" Residential district is 
hounded as follows: 
West by line 


between Mansfield and duff streets, 
north by city limits, east by twelfth 
street, north of Avenue F by Ninth 
street, south of Avenue F, on the 
south by a line between Avenue A 
and B, east of First street, and a 
line between Broadway and Thayer 
west of First street.

A. P.)—Three robbers broke into the 
State Bunk of Abercrombie, about 12 
miles north of here, early this morn- 
ing, demolished the safe and safety 
deposit 
boxes and 
escaped 
with 


$5,000 in 
cash, 
$4,250 in 
Liberty 


Bonds and an undetermined amount 
of collateral. 


The robbery occurred about 1:HO 


a. m., and, according to Sheriff R. B. 
Mc.Michael wax carefully planned and 
one of the boldest ever 
perpetrated 


in this county. 
All telephone and 


telegraph wires into and from the 
town were cut while a young man 
employe 
of a 
telephone 
company, 


whom the robbers feared might give 
their plan away, was seized, gagged 
and bound for three hours and forc- 
ed through the back window of the 
bank to witness the robbery. 


Several posses, Sheriff Mc.Michael 


said, were hot on the trail of the 
trio which led to Henkinson, then 
into Minnesota near Wheaton 
and 


Graceville.' 


The interior of the bank, accord- 


ing to Sheriff Mc.Michael was virtunlr 
ly demolished with all safety deposit 
boxes strewn about the floor with 
the contents empty. 
The safe was 


wrecked by the employment of large- 
picks and bullets from the rifles the 
men carried. 


The young telephone company em 


ploye was leaving his office at about 
| II p. m., he said, when he was set.- 
I *d, bound and gagged by the robbers, 


vho then took hinv to the Milwaukee 
railway shed nearby where they held 
lim for about an hour. Then they 
,ook him to the postoffice and when 
ie freed .himself sufficiently to emit 
a yell they took him to the bank. 
Here he was forced to watch 
the 


men commit the robbery. 


After using heavy picks, he relat- 


ed, they broke the safe open by f'r- 
mg three shots at its hinges. They 
mrriedly removed the cash and Li- 
jerty Bond contant-s and then riflee 
the safety deposit boxes. They then 
lumped in their waiL'ng iwtomobilt 
and traveled presumably in an east- 
ern direction. 


As a result of destruction to the 


bank it will be forced to remain clos- 
ed several days, it is 
believed, the 


sheriff said.

in a heat ing stove, when Mrs. Edna Davenport used kero- 
sene to start a fire1, in the opinion of a coroner's jury, ac- 
cording to County Coroner K. J. Gobel. 


iMr.s. Davenport and four children wore burned to death 


in the lire which destroyed the house while William, 9 years 
old, was so badly burned that he died in a local hospital 
last night. 


The coroner's jury, in its verdict, said that the fire m 


the opinion of us having been caused by an explosion in the 
heating stove in said residence." 


The version of the accident drawn by Coroner Gobel trom 


the testimony given at an inquest held was that after Leon- 
ard Davenport and a small son had gone to the barn to do 
the chores, Mrs. Davenport decided to start a lire in a 
heating stove in which coal was used, that she poured kero- 
sene in on hot ashes and an explosion resulted which scat- 
tered fire throughout the room, and as the flames were 
fanned by « heavy wind the house was consumed by fire 
within a few minutes. 


The entire top of the stove 


blown off. the coroner :iul, only tin- 
busy being left standing in position.

Father Sees Fire 


The victims of the tragedy were: 


Mrs. 
Edna Davenport, aged 27; Mil- 


dred Bricue, her daughter by a first 
marriage, aged 11; Addie Davenport, 
aged •>; Leo Davenport, aged three; 
Wilma Davenport, a year and four 
months, and William Bricue, aged 9, 
«ho died in a hospital here. 


When the father saw the fire in 


the house, from the barn, he yelled 
"fire 
to arouse his brother, Walter 


Davenport, and the hitter's friend,- 
John Strand, who were sleeping in 
the granary, and then rushed to the 
house, but wa« unable to get in the 
door. 
He then broke in a window 


and rescued William.. 


The house consisted of two rooms, 


a kitchen and a living and sleeping 
room. 
The 
bod> of the baby wn» 


found in the kitchen, jnd the baby 
is believed to have burned to death, 
while the bodies of three children 
were found in bed in un adjoining 
room, and they are believed to have 
been suffocated by smoke. The body 
of Mrs. Davenport was found close 
to the door between the two room". 
She probably hud been injured, or 
at least suffocated 
or burned so 


iadly immediately upon the explo- 
ion, 
that she was unable to save 


crsclf or children. 


Neighbor's Help 


The coroner's inquest, held at the 


lome of Mr. Uhde, was conducted 
y States Attorney Allen. Members 
f the jury, were Arthur McCoy, Gil- 
lert E. Lewis and William Michel- 
ion.

Cnmmission at Work For Sev­ 
eral Months Files Report 
With City Auditor

City Divided Into Four Dis-

The eity zonint- eominission, which 
has heen ont'aped for several months 
ill preparing a zoning plan for the 
i-ity of Uismarck, under appointment 
hy the city commisrion which acted 
upon H law enacted hy the 
.-ies- 
sion of the Icifialature, today filed 
its proposed report with the city 
auditor 
The commission set Friday ni^ht 
at S o'clock at the city hall as the 
lime for a hearinir on the proposed 
zoniiiK plan, at which citizens ma.v 
ohject to its provisions or may suk- 
pest chanKes. Following this 
the 
final report of the zoning commission 
will be filed with the city commis­ 
sion for its action. TTie zoning coni- 
iliission is composed of C. L. Young, 
/d^iiairnian; Chris Bertsch Jr., Benton 
Baker, J. P. Jackson, P. C. Reming­ 
ton, K. A, Hughes and George F. 
Will.The report is embraced in an or­ 
dinance which would regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of build­ 
ings hereafter to be erected, regulate 
topd limit the use of lots areas, class- 
I'fy, regulate and restrict the loca­ 
tion of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designed 
for 
specified industrial, business, resi­ 
dential and other uses, and for these 
liurposcs to divide the city into dis­ 
tricts with regulations and limits af­ 
fecting the districts. 
Purpose of Zoning 
Zoning has been adopted in many 
of the leading cities of the country, 
and particularly in western ci'ies 
lliat expect u large growth in the 
future. A zoning plan is proposed 
to iiermil a city to grow along the 
right lines, avoid the ills of a city 
allowed to grow without a plan and 
eliminate the expense of making 
costly changes in cities in the future 
when growth necessitates changes. 
The puriiose of the zoning ordin­ 
ance is set out liy the commission in 
the following pieanible: 
“Whereas, it is deemed expedient, 
lo the end that adeiiuate light, pure 
air and .'ijij’ety from fire and other 
dangers .may he secured, that the 
taxable value of land and buildii.gs 
lliroughoul the City may be conserv 
eil, that congestion in the public 
>■. reels may he lessened or avoided, 
a4d that tlio iiuhlic health, aafcty, 
comfort, morals and welfare 
may 
otherwise he promoted, ail in ac­ 
cordance'witli a well considered plan 
fur the use and dcvelopmeni, of all 
property throughout the city” that 
the ordinance proposed be adopted. 
For the 
purpose of regulating, 
classifying and restricting the loca- 
■* lion of trades, industries and enter- 
y 


brises, etc. the city of Bismarck is 
divided into four districts, as fol­ 
lows: 
‘‘A” Residential. 
“B” Residential 
“C" Commercial. 
“D” Industrial. 
“A" District 
Boundaries for each district arc 
defined. “A” Residential district is 
liounded as follows: 
West by line 
lietween Mansfield and Cluff streets, 
north by city limits, east by twelfth 
street, north of Avenue F by Ninth 
street, south of Avenue F, on the 
south by a line between Avenue A 
and B, east of First street, and a 
line between Broadway and Thayer 
west of First street. 
Within this district no building 
shall exceed 33 feet or 2 1-2 stories 
in height, there shall be a front 
yard having a depth of not less than 
15 percent of the lot depth, but not 
necessarily exceeding 20 feet; there 
shall be a rear yard having a deijth 
of not less than 25 percent of the 
«pth of the lot, but need not ex- 
Jjrcd 26 feet; there shall be a side 
^ r d on each side of the building not 
iess than 10 percent of the lot width, 
hut need not exceed eight feet; no 
building with its accessories shall 
occupy in excess of 36 percent of an 
inside lot, nor in excess of 45 per­ 
-cent of a corner lot. 
(New buiidirigs and alterations to 
existing business shall be exclusive­ 
ly constructed and used for the fol­ 
lowing purposes: One family dwell­ 
ings, two family dwellings, churches,' 
educational 
institutions, 
scheols, 
parks and playgrounds, conservator­ 
ies, for rent or sale signs, not ex- 
cceding 10 square feet in area; 
On the same lot shall be allowed 
the usual accessories to these build­ 
ings, not involving the conduct of a 
business including not more than 
one private garage or stable. The 
office of a physician, dentist, or oth­ 
er professional person may be locat­ 
ed in the dwelling of such profession­ 
al person; but no display other than 
a sign or plate not more than two 
feet square, bearing only the name, 
occupation and office hours of such 
perkon, shall be made in connection 
thurawith. 
“B” District • 
Residential district, is hound­ 
ed roughly as follows: On the west 
by Ninth strdet souyi of Avenue F,

REPUBLICANS 
GAIN CONTROL 
IN TAX FIGHT 


Washington, May 13.—(By the A. 
r.)—Republicans retained control of 
the conference on the tax reduction 
tiill through appuiniment liy the Sen­ 
ate today of tliiee Republicans and 
two Democrats, the same ratio as fix­ 
ed by the House. 
Pointing out the bill as passed by 
the Senate was modelled on the Dem­ 
ocratic program, the main provisions 
of which hafi Ix'en proposed hy Re­ 
publican organization leader.?, Sena­ 
tor Simmons, North C.vruliha, Demo­ 
crat of the finance committee, had 
suggested the appointment of three 
Democrats and two Republicans. 
.Senator Simmons said he would ac­ 
cept the membership named hy tho 
Senate but if the Democratic sec­ 
tions in the bill were not protecteii 
he would ask for discharge of the 
Senate conferees and appointment of 
a Democratic majority. 
These provisions consist principal­ 
ly of the substitute corporation tax 
imposing a levy on undistributed 
profits, the Simmons income tax 
schedule providing for a maximum 
surtax of 4(1 percent and a proposal 
for full publicity of tax returns. Un­ 
less these proposals are modified ad­ 
ministration lenders hu/e declared 
the measure faces a veto. 
Chairman Smoot of the finance 
committee announced the first meet­ 
ing of the conference would lie held 
tomorrow. 
About 10 days or two 
weeks are e.vpeeted to he consumed 
in ironing out tlie differences be­ 
tween the House and Senate.

A. 1’.)—Three robbers broke into the 
State Bank of Abercrombie, about 12 
miles north of here, early this morn­ 
ing, demnlished the safe and snfety 
deposit 
boxes and escaped 
with 
Í5,()(l(t in cash, *4,250 in Liberty 
Bonds and an undetermined amount 
of collateral.

The robbery occurred about 1:30 
a. m., and. according to Sheriff R. B. 
McMichnol was carefully plnnned and 
one of the boldest ever perpetrated 
in this county. All telephone und 
telegraph wires into und from the 
town were cut while a young man 
employe of a telephone company, 
whom the robbers feared might give 
their plan away, was seized, gagged 
and hound for three hours and forc­ 
ed through the liack window of the 
hank to witness the rohhery. 
Several posses. Sheriff McMichae! 
said, were hot on the trail of the 
trio which led to Hnnkinson, then 
into Minnesota near Wheaton and 
Gracevillc. 
The interior of the bank, accord­ 
ing to Sheriff Mo.Michael was virtunL 
ly demolished with all safety deposit 
boxes strewn about the floor with 
the contents empty. The safe was 
wrecked l>y the employment of large- 
pieks und bullets from fhe rifles the 
men carried. 
The young telephone company cm- 
plove was leaving liis office at about 
11 p. m., he said, when he was se#.- 
ed, hound und gagged by the robbers, 
who then took hinv to the Milwaukee 
railway shed nearby where they held 
him for about an hour. Then they 
took him to the postofl'ice and when 
he freed himself sufficiently to emit 
a yell ttiey took him to the bank. 
Here he was forced to watch the 
men commit the robbery. 
After using heavy picks, he relat­ 
ed, they liroke the safe open by f'r- 
ing three shots at its hinges. They 
hurriedly removed the cash and Li­ 
berty Bond contunts and then rifled 
the safety deposit boxes. They then 
jumped in their wailing automobile 
and traveled presumably in an east­ 
ern direction.

The version of the accident drawn by ('oroner (iohel from 
the testimony given at an imuiest held was that after Leon­ 
ard Davenport and a small son had gom* to the harn to do 
the chores, Mrs. Daveniiort decided lo start a lire in a 
heating stove in which coal was lised, that she liomed kero­ 
sene in on hot ashes and an exiilosion lesiilted which .scat­ 
tered fire throughout the room, and as the flames were 
fanned by a heavy wind the house was consumed hy tire 
within a few minutes.

The entile tup nf Ole stave was 
lilawn (iff, Oie coraiier aid, aiily tlie 
base lieing left standing in piisitinn. 
Testiiiiony was to the effect that 
liolli Mr. and .Mrs. Davenport were 
in the liiiliit of using kerosene to 
stmt fires. 
The six bodies were to lie Iiuried 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon from the 
town hall in Regan, all side liy side 
in the cemetery there. The charred 
condition of the bodies iiiiide an 
early liurial necessary. 
Father Sees Fire 
The victims of the tragedy wore: 
.Mrs. Edna Davenport, aged 27; Mil­ 
dred Hricue, her daughter hy a first 
niarriage, aged 11; Addle Davenport, 
aged 5; Leo Davenport, aged three; 
Wilma Davenport, a year and four 
iiiontlis, and William Hricue, aged 9, 
who died in a hospital here. 
When the father saw tlie fire in 
tlie house, from tho liurii, lie yelled 
"fire " to arouse his brother, Walter 
Davenport, and the latter's friend, 
John Strand, who were sleeping in 
the granary, and then rushed to the 
house, but was unable to get in the 
door. He then liroke in a window 
and rescued William. 
'I'iie house consisted of two rooms, 
a kitchen and a living and sleeping 
room. The body of the baby was 
found in the kitchen, and tlie buliy 
is believed to have liurned to death, 
while the liodies of three children 
were found in lied in an adjoining 
room, and they are believed to have 
been suffocated by smoke. The body 
of Mrs. Davenport was found close 
to the door between the two rooms. 
She probably had heen injured, or 
at least suffocated or burned so 
badly immediately upon the explo­ 
sion, that she was unable to save 
herself or children. 
Neighhor'a Help 
Tho coroner's inquest, held at the 
home of Mr. Uhde, was conducted 
by States Attorney Allen. .Mcnihers 
of the jury were Arthur .McOoy, Gil­ 
bert E. Lewis and William Michel- 
son.The Davenports had resided in the 
eonimunity many years and

No Damage to Crops, Is the 
Belief of Experts Review­ 
ing Situation 


• Fargo, May 13.—A final sally by 
winter brought a May snowfall which 
melted rapidly to Fargo and a few 
other localized areas in eastern 
North Dakota Inst night and today 
and a heavy frost is expected to 
reach this vicinity today which is 
likely to affect early truck and flow­ 
er gardens, the U, S. Weather Ob­ 
server at jiloorhead reported. Tele­ 
phone companies reported little dam­ 
age was done while no damage will 
be done to crops, in the opinion of 
E-. A. Wilson, superviser of extension 
work at the Agricultural College. 
With a snowfall of 2.6 inphes at 
Grand Forks early this morning, fol­ 
lowed this afternoon by steady rain­ 
fall there is little probability of 
damage to crops unless freezing 
weather follows, it was indicated hy 
J. G. Diamond, statistician of ti:e 
United States Bureau of Crop Esti­ 
mates. Cool weather during .May .\is 
greatly retarded growth of wheat, 
some of which is up in the Grand 
Forks district and a few warm days 
are needed to start grasses, Mr. Dia­ 
mond declared. 


A low rate for use of water for lawn 
and gardem use only was cstublished 
liy the city commission last night 
for the summer season in Bismauk. 
The rate was cut almost in half (or 
tliis use. 
The order reads that tho “rate (or 
water for lawn and garden use only 
shall ho 17 cents per 100 eubic feet 
after adding 300 cubic feet to the 
average water consumed per month 
from December to the May reading.’’ 
The new rate starts after the .May 
meter re;iding, which is :ihout May 
20; and after the September reading, 
which is about September 20. 
The present rate for water is 50 
cents for the first 3,000 gallons con­ 
sumed und 40 cents for more than 
that, which results, according to A. 
J. Arnot. in charge of the water 
works offices, in all bills over $1.50 
per month paying the 40-eeiit rate. 
The new rate nf 17 cents per cubic 
foct figures at 22 1-2 cents per i,000 
gallons, so that the reduction is ac­ 
tually from 40 cents per 1,000 gal­ 
lons to 22 1-2 cents per thuusand 
gallons, he said. 
The present rate applies on the 
average amount of water the water 
works department figures a home 
would use for purposes other than 
lawn und garden. 
The rate was adopted liy the city 
commission last night, for the pur­ 
pose of encouraging people to beau­ 
tify their homes. The eommis:.ion 
sometime ago asked that boulevard 
not be used for gardens, und said 
then a cheap water rate would be put 
into effect so that people could afford 
to keep the boulevards in grass, it 
is expected by the commission that 
the new rate will result in many 
penple keeping up their lawns, who 
have not done so previously.
